We have no ill feeling toward 
any for the way he voted on the 
que.stion, but after every one ip 
the county has ample time for ma- 
ture deliberation, it should be re- 
submitted. and the sense of the 
people again taken as to whether 
they desire better roads.

This county is no doubt adapted 
to the raisings of tobacco and to- 
matoes, and we want to see in the 
near future a tobacco manufactory 
and a canning factory erected in 
this county at some convenient 
place.
